Sec’y McElroy Tells 


His Defense Views 


Shortly after being sworn in 9 October 
as the sixth Secretary of Defense, Mr. 
Neil H. McElroy returned from the 
White House to give Pentagon newsmen 
a statement concerning his views on his 
new assignment. 

Here is the Secretary’s statement: 

“Naturally, I enter upon my duties 
with profound appreciation of the grave 
responsibilities which repose on the De- 
fense team. Our primary job, of course, 
is to maintain the military forces of the 
U. S. in such a state of power and in- 
stant readiness as to deter any would-be 
world ruler from launching a war against 
us or our Free-World Allies. 

“I conceive the role of the Secretary 
of Defense to be that of captain of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s Defense team. The 
team includes also, as top members, the 
Deputy Secretary—Donald A. Quarles— 
the three Secretaries, the Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs and the Operating Chiefs 
of the Services.

The Secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force this week were preparing 
to tell the Defense Departmént how they 
plan to put into effect “enlisted profi- 
ciency pay increases starting in early 
1958. 

Departing Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, making good on an 
8 May announcement, ordered the Serv- 
ices to submit plans by 1 November on 
proficiency pay hikes for men in pay 
grades E-3 through E-6. 

The extra pay program for enlisted 
men will be implemented over a period 
of at least four years. 

This pay change represents the sole 
recommendation of the Cordiner Com- 
mittee put into effect, and this in a much 
watered-down fashion. Chairman Ralph 
J. Cordiner and his associates recom- 
mended, for one thing, that two new 
enlisted pay grades be provided. 

As the situation now stands, the Serv- 
ices will be unable to give any pay in-

same thought is particularly pertinent 
to the program of research and teach- 
ing in aviation medicine today. 

THE SIX YEARS since December 1951 
have been eventful ones in the science 
of flight. They have seen the conver- 
sion of the United States Air Force from 
the reciprocating engine-powered air- 
craft of World War II into an all-jet 
combat organization. In civil aviation, 
the transition to jet transports is near 
at hand. 

More than that, these six years have 
marked the beginning of the next trans- 
formation in human flight, from jets to 
rockets. Recently, Lt. General (now Gen- 
eral) Thomas S. Power, then Command- 
er of the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, announced that Capt. 
Iven C. Kincheloe, in the rocket-pow- 
ered Bell X-2, had climbed to a record 
altitude of 126,200 feet, or 23.9 miles. A 
newer craft, the North American X-15, 
is expected at least to double this alti- 
tude.

Rocket Era Medical Research Nears “Theory” End; 
Trail Now Leads To Active Space Flight Experiments 


of flight in space. Even as early as 1951, 
aeromedical research at the School of 
Aviation Medicine had established the 
concept that space begins for the hu- 
man body at a height of only about 12 
miles. From that point on, the flyer en- 
counters a series of conditions which 
are no different in their physiological 
effects from those which he would en- 
counter on a trip to Mars. At 120 miles 
—which experimental aircraft of the 
near future might conceivably attain— 
he finds all of these conditions in their 
full effect. 

Since 1951 the ballistic missile, start- 
ing as little more than an experimental 
auxiliary to conventional armament, has 
developed into an intercontinental wea- 
pon of enormous potential power and 
versatility. A whole new industry has 
arisen to supply the rocket thrust and 
electronic guidance necessary to initi- 
ate the flight of these missiles. 

The engineers tell us that, within the 
next decade or so, the intercontinental 
ballistic missile may, as one variant, de- 
velop into a piloted rocket craft, hur- 
tling well above 120 miles into space, as 
it ranges in a matter of minutes above 
widely separated points on the Earth’s 
surface.

“Strike Back” Paid Big Dividends, Reports. 
Adm. Wright; Communications Is Problen|

peace a Strike Back, held by NATO 
naval forces in the Norwegian Sea, 
has paid big dividends in demonstrating 
advancement in tactics, doctrine, and 
Allied cooperation, according to Admiral 
Jerauld Wright, USN, Supreme Allied 
Commander Atlantic. 


It is true, Admiral Wright said, that 
there are shortages in forces in the North 
Atlantic and that Exercise Sea Watch, 
held concurrently with Strike Back, re- 
vealed deficiencies in the field of anti- 
submarine warfare. 


Nevertheless, said SACLANT’s com- 
mander, the exercises have shown that 
“we would put up a hell of a fight.” 

Number one problem in Strike Back, 
as in the two previous naval exercises 
in the Norwegian Sea, was serious inter- 
ference with communications by reason 
of electronic disturbances. 


“We have worked on plans for this 
exercise for three years,” Admiral Wright 
said. “It is not just a resumption or re- 
newal of training where ‘Main Brace’ of 
1952 and ‘Mariner’ of 1953 left off, but a 
marked advancement in readiness, 


“Technically,” he said, “we have enor- 
mously improved our communications, 
our interservicing techniques and our 
tactical procedures for working together 
as an Allied naval team of ships, planes 
and men. 


“Close team work has been developed 
to an exceedingly high level. Standing out 
most of all is the anonymity of all hands 
as to their nationality and unanimity to 
do a job for NATO.” 


Admiral Wright said that in Exercise 
Strike Back the main NATO Fleet had 
successfully negotiated the Iceland- 
Faeroes Gap and entered the Norwegian 
Sea against strong submarine opposition,

An historic item will be added to the 
Marine Corps Museum’s collection next 
March when the Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
will present the Corps with a Chinese 
cannon. 

The Fusiliers, who fought side by side 
with American Leathernecks during the 
Boxer Rebellion in 1901, will present the 





the original Post Headquarters Build- 
ing, dating back to the time of the fifth 
Marine Corps Commandant, Brig. Gen. 
Archibald Henderson, who served from 
1820 to 1859, 

At present, the building is the home 
of Quantico’s Finance Office, which will 
shift to a new location by the end of Oc- 
tober. Then the historic structure will be 
renovated and fireproofed. All parti- 
tions on the first floor will be removed 
to provide a spacious area for various 
displays. 

A large lawn area surrounding the 
building will be used to display crew- 
served weapons. The second floor will 
contain officers’ meeting rooms, and the 
Museum’s archives. 

rhe germ of the idea that there some 
day might be a Marine Corps Museum 
is attributed to General Henderson. He 
told troops departing for the Mexican 
War that they were going on an “his- 
toric mission” and that it would be ap- 
propriate for them to return with me- 
mentoes of their accomplishments. 


ONE OF THE PRIZED PIECES in 
the Museum's collection is a battle flag 
carried by participants in the Mexican 
War. It bears the words: “From Tripoli 
to the Halls of Montezuma.” In differ- 
ent order, these words later became the 
lirst line of the famed Marine Hymn. 

Through the years, there have been 
numerous displays of historic items 
centered on a specific subject or event. 

It was not until the time of General 
Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr.. USMC-Ret., 
the 20th Commandant, that real im- 
petus was given to the idea of establish- 


of cellars at Quantico. The thousands 
of pieces have been catalouged and are 
ready for display at their new home. 

COLONEL MAGRUDER EXPLAINED 
that the Museum is to be a “living mon- 
ument” which will have a definite part 
in the life of Quantico, rather than 
simply a place for dead history. In ad- 
dition to documenting the history of 
the Corps, the Colonel is striving to 
build for study purposes a first-rate li- 
brary of infantry arms from the earliest 
times to the present day. 

After its official dedication, visits to 
the Museum will become a part of the 
student officers’ basic course of indoc- 
trination. In addition, rotating displays 
will be sent from the Museum to vari- 
ous classes where they will be used as 
training aids to teach students the his- 
tory and traditions of the Corps. 

At the same time, Basic Students will 
be taught how to operate foreign weap- 
ons so that they will be prepared to 
use them in the field should the need 
arise. The museum owns a complete 
collection of Russian Infantry weapons. 

In about a week, a demonstration 
showing the progression in the de- 
velopment of small arms will be put 
on for student officers attending the 
Junior School. The demonstration will 
begin with a 1770 Marine armed with a 
British “Brown Bess” musket, and con- 
clude with a modern Marine equipped 
with the recently adopted all-purpose 
machine gun. The objective of the 
presentation is to show a Marine what 
he is capable of doing by himself and 
to demonstrate how improved weapons 
technology has made his job easier.

The Air Force, under heavy pressure 
to put manpower cuts into effect as soon 
as possible, has announced a new early 
release program for Reserve officers on 
active duty with established dates of 
separation before 1 November 1958. 

Officers in this category are being 
contacted and advised of the following 
changes in dates of separation. 

Those due to leave in January through 
March 1958 will have 90 days of service 
left after notification of the new adjust- 
ment. 

Officers due to leave between April and 
June 1958 will be released 90 days ahead 
of present schedule. 

For those due to be separated from 
July through October 1958, the acceler- 
ated schedule calls for separation 180 
days early. 

Members of the Medical Services, ex- 
cept Medical Service Corps officers, are 
excluded from the provisions of the new 
policy. 


OFFICERS AFFECTED by the new 
policy may volunteer for release from ac- 
tive duty earlier than the adjusted date 
up to and including immediate release. 
Those who want immediate release must 
make written request within seven days 
of notification. 

The Air Force said “all commanders 
will be apprised of the need to be liberal 
in approving release prior to adjusted 
DOS in order to increase dollar savings.” 

Normally, early release requests will 
be approved “unless combat capability 
would be dangerously jeopardized.” 

It was emphasized, however, that offi- 
cers otherwise eligible for readjustment 
pay who request early release will be 
advised that they forfeit eligibility for 
| this benefit. 


MAJOR COMMANDERS were author- 
ized to defer release from active duty up 
to 90 days from date officer requests re- 
lease providing the 90 day period is prior 
to the adjusted DOS.

If the present established DOS 
through 30 June 1958, 90 days earlier. 

If the DOS is from 1 July 1958 through 
31 October 1958, 180 days earlier. 

Early release of all Judge Advocates 
and Chaplains must be approved by 
USAF Headquarters. 

The Air Force message noted that of- 
ficers eligible for early release and who 
have submitted application for a Regu- 
lar commission will be advised when re- 
questing early release that they must be 
on active duty at the time such commis- 
sion is tendered. 

The Air Force said it is anticipated 
that all selections for Regular commis- 
sions will be announced before the 
earliest adjusted DOS. Where necessary, 
however, the adjusted DOS may be 
deferred as necessary until non-selection 
is known.

An Army selection board next week 
starts the job of considering hundreds of 
captains for 1958 promotions to major.

The basic zone of 31 May 1951 includes 
about 2500 captains, 

The “outstanding” zone goes through

SAC Plans Credit Union 
Association For Command 


Credit Union officials from the com- 
mand will meet at SAC headquarters 
30-31 Oct. to create an association of SAC 
credit unions. 


There are independently-operated cred- 
it unions on all but six of SAC’s stateside 
bases. 

A SAC association, it is pointed out, 
would provide a medium for the mutual 
exchange of ideas on publicity, invest- 
ments, policies, and procedures and would 
aid in the solution of problems common 
to credit unions throughout SAC. 


It would also be a coordination agency 
for transfer of liabilities and assets 
among member unions (as members move 
from base to base) and would provide 
assistance in initial establishment of 
other credit unions within the command. 

Management of the proposed associa- 
tion would be under the control of the 
membership and not subject to Air Force 
control. 





18th AF Commanders 
Meet At Bergstrom 


Commanders and staff members of 
Tactical Air Command’s new 18th Air 
Force concluded their first Commanders’ 
Conference at Bergstrom AFB, Austin, 
Tex., 3 Oct., by viewing a_ practice 
bombing demonstration from an F-101A 
Voodoo at the Matagordo Island Bomb- 
ing Range. 

The 18th Commanders Conference fol- 
lowed formal change of command cere- 
monies at Bergstrom, during which Maj. 
Gen, Robert M. Lee, commander of the 
9th Air Force, turned over five fighter 
and fighter bomber bases, together with 
units at five other bases not controlled 
by TAC, to Maj. Gen. Chester E. McCarty, 
commander of the 18th Air Force. 

The 18th had previously turned all of 
its troop carrier wings to the 9th AF. 

Under the realignment of TAC bases, 
the 9th now controls all TAC installa- 
tions east of the Mississippi and several 
west of the river, while 18th commands 
most of the western TAC installations. 

Most of the units just transferred to 
the 18th fly supersonic aircraft, including 
F-100C and D Supersabres, and F-101 
Voodoos. 

GENERAL McCARTY OPENED the 
conference with the statement that the 
“Leadership by Example” motto which 
has featured his past commands would 
continue to be the “word” with the new 
18th. He discussed other policies and 
plans the 18th would follow as a major 
unit of Tactical Air Command. 

Col. I. W. McElroy, commander of the 
42d Air Division at Bergstrom, discussed 
the performance characteristics of the 
F-101 Voodoos at his base, assisted by a 
number of his staff officers. 

A number of 18th Air Force staff offi- 
cers discussed problems in their own 
fields, including Col. Edgar T. Stansbury, 
Deputy for Comptroller, Col. Fred Grey, 


Deputy for Operations, Col. Kenneth 
W. Northamer, Deputy for Materiel, 
Col. James H. Williford, Deputy for

AF Tells Missile Progress During Year, 
Almost Billion Dollars Let Since Jan, 


(The Air Force released on 4 Octo- 
ber the following internal information 
report concerning missile advances in 
1957. The Air Force said it is “of major 
importance that all its members have 
a better understanding of the missile 
program as it grows and expands in 
the months to come.”)

HERE were many significant ac- 

complishments and developments 
in the Air Force’s accelerated missile 
program during the first nine months 
of 1957. 

Involved were new contracts in the 
millions of dollars, new models of 
various type missiles, development 
and testing, organization of initial 
units, public demonstrations and 
other actions related to this important 
field as the AF devoted increasing 
amounts of money and energy to the 
missile program, 

IN NEW CONTRACTS the em- 
phasis is impressive. Almost a billion 
dollars has been awarded since last 
January. In that month alone an ag- 
gragate of $570.5 million was negoti- 
ated with Martin, Convair and Doug- 
las aircraft companies for design and 
testing of the Titan, Atlas and Thor, 
respectively. In mid August Boeing 
was awarded a $139.3 million contract 
for quantity production of the IM-99 
Bomarc. General Electric got $83 mil- 
lion for electronic equipment for 
guidance of the Atlas ICBM and 
Northrop closed a $73 million produc- 
tion order for Snark SM-62 for de- 
livery to operational units of SAC, A 
lesser contract of $38 million was 
awarded to General Motors for in- 
ertial guidance systems used by the 
Thor IRBM. 

There were some new models and 
significant test programs. The Martin 
Matador TM-61—the AF’s first oper- 
ational missile—saw B and C models 
added to the A to provide greater 
range and strike capabilities for this 
tactical surface-to-surface ‘bird.” In 
addition the first flight test of the 
TM-76A—an outgrowth of the TM-61 
—was reported to be successful. 

A new Hughes Falcon air-to-air 
guided missile made its debut during 
mid year as the GAR-2A replaced the 
GAR-1 guided aircraft rocket. In tests 
in New Mexico it successfully tracked 
and destroyed Matadors and F-80 type 
drone jet aircraft.

American X-15 rocket powered re. 
search vehicle and the same company 
was selected ‘to develop an air-to-sur. 
face for long range bombardment 
aircraft. 


The year’s major missile test oc- 
curred more than 15,000 feet above 
Yucca Flat, Navada, with the firing 
of the first air-to-air rocket with nuv- 
clear warhead. The rocket, the MB-1 
Genie, was launched from a Northrop 
F-89 Scorpion fighter as part of the 
summer atomic tests in the desert. 

The. Air Force took the wraps off 
some of its missiles in public demon- 
strations. The Bell GAM-63 Rascal— 
long-range rocket-powered air-to-sur- 
face guided missile—and the Bomarc 
were displayed for the first time dur- 
ing the annual Armed Forces Day. In 
an air show near Washington, D. C., 
that commemorated the Golden An- 
niversary of the Air Force, the Lock- 
heed X-17 research rocket was shown 
for the first time. 

As the missiles were developed, or- 
ganizations had to be activated to 
handle them operationally. The first 
Air Force Operational Ballistic Mis- 
sile Division was formed with Has. at 
Cooke AFB, Lompoc, Calif. The Divi- 
sion was organized under the super- 
vision of Maj. Gen. Bernard A. Schrie- 
ver, Commander of the AF Ballistic 
Missile Division at Inglewood, Calif., 
to plan and train future operational 
ballistic missile units. Under the Op- 
erational Division is the 704th Ballis- 
tic Missile Wing. The first Snark 
guided missile squadron is due to be 
in operation by SAC by the end of 
the year. 


ANOTHER ACTIVATION centered 
on the first squadron of Rascal mis- 
siles for operational use by SAC, with 
launchings to be made from Boeing 
B-47 Stratojet bombers. The 4504th 
Tactical Missile Wing (Training). 
with the 588th Group under it, was 
formed by TAC for employment of 
the Martin Matador at Orlando AFB, 
Fla. An AF unit equipped with Mata- 
dors also was assigned to Taiwan 
(Formosa) under a mutual defense 
agreement between the U.S. and the 
Republic of China, The Matador has 
been in operational units in Europe 
for several years. 

The missile program has provided 
a subject of primary interest for the 
AF’s civilian and military leaders in 
their public speeches. Talking before 
the Air Force Association convention 
in August, Secretary of the Air Force 
James H. Douglas spoke of strategi 
missiles and stated an operational bal- 
listic missile for firing from land sites 
has the AF’s highest priority objec- 
tive. He said of the two ICBMs the 
Titan—with a more advanced design 
—backs up Atlas. General Thomas D 
White, Chief of Staff of the Air Force 
told the same group that “ballistic 
missiles vs manned bombers” is one 
of six major problems that must be 
resolved in the months to come with- 
in limited budgets. Earlier General 
Schriever—the AF’s No. 1 missile man 
—cited examples of economy practiced 
by the AF in the accelerated develop- 
ment of guided missiles. The tight

Sputnik-ed? Russia’s success in putting her 
rocket launched satellite into an earth circling 
orbit so far ahead of our announced target date 
is an achievement which cannot be discounted. 
There is no doubt but that it has lowered our 
prestige among our Allies and the so-called neu- 
tral nations of the world. 

As a scientific accomplishment we must admire 
it. As an indication of Russian progress in the 
field of ballistic and guided missiles it has most 
sobering implications. Certainly it leaves no doubt 
that the Soviets possess both intercontinental 
and intermediate range missiles in operational 
models if not in production. 

We must not again underestimate the Russians. 
While we were openly discussing our Vanguard 
project with scientists all over the world, the 
Soviets were working diligently and secretly to 
put their satellite in the air. We probably never 
will know how many unsuccessful attempts she 
made before her earth satellite was put into its 
orbit. Neither do we know how much instru- 
mentation she has in it. She says she is ready to 
launch another; we were planning at least ten. 

Russia’s Sputnik can perform a most useful 
purpose for us, however, if it serves to jolt econo- 
my-minded backers in Congress and the Adminis- 
tration to a realization that we cannot afford 
pinch-penny policies in National Defense. Re- 
search and development—particularly in the 
much neglected basic research—must be given 
the funds to follow the paths the scientists open. 
This nation has the scientists and the engineers 
to forge ahead in this or any other field and we 
have the industrial structure to mass produce 
anything the laboratories come up with, But we 
cannot do it by making economy our prime 
objective. 

Beware of Slurs. The Defense Department 
and all the Services, if care is not taken, can easily 
do great harm io the welfare of many military 
families. This is because thousands of enlisted 
men and officers must be released from active duty 
involuntarily to meet critical budget demands. 

As a consequence, many men who have served 
the Nation well and faithfully—some for as long 
as 17 years—will receive notices which will termi- 
nate their active duty. In short, they will be vic- 
tims of “RIF” action. 

The Pentagon has announced officially that 
thousands of enlisted men are being veleased be- 
cause they lack adequate military aptitudes. Most 
of them, of course, are in the low category mental 
group. There is a danger, however, that the public 
at large and most especially the families of all 
military men being released will be given the mis- 
taken idea that everyone being released ahead of 
schedule on an involuntary basis is not capable 
of satisfactory service. 

This, of course, is completely false. Large num- 
bers of those being forced off active duty have 
been performing their duties in a satisfactory 
manner. Many have survived previous cuts that 
were aimed at getting rid of the so-called “fat” in 
military manpower. 

As the new cuts are being made, the Services 
are being forced to cut into the “muscle” of its 
manpower, and many persons with relatively high 
efficiency scores are being eliminated. In some 
cases, because a particular grade or branch may 
be made surplus because of the new budget cuts, 
some officers will be separated who actually have 
higher scores than others who are retained. 

This is difficult to explain to the public, but 
every effort should be made by the Secretary of 
Defense and the Service Secretaries to get across 
the point that budget cuts, not inefficiency or un- 
satisfactory service, make necessary thousands of 
forced separations. No man who has served his 
country long and well should be put in a position 
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of having his family and his friends think that he 
has failed to meet the requirements of his assign- 
ment. It’s a very human problem that needs hu- 
man understanding and thoughtful treatment at 
the Pentagon and throughout all the commands. 


Silent Secretaries. The Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force during the next 
months have an opportunity, if they so choose, to 
change their attitude on holding news conferences 
at the Pentagon. We hope they so choose. 

During Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson’s 
tenure, the Service Secretaries, with few excep- 
tions, left to him the responsibility of accounting 
to the public by means of meetings with Pentagon 
newsmen. It is true that when making inspections 
or speeches away from Washington, the Secre- 
taries have been agreeable to news conferences, 
but at the Pentagon they have remained silent 
most of the time. 


Readers’ Views 


It is known that this silence was not ordered by 
Mr. Wilson. He advised the Secretaries that they 
could meet with reporters any time they wanted 
He reminded them, however, of the fact that as 
key officials in the Defense Team, they would be & 
held responsible for any difficulties that might 7 
result. Presumably, whai Secretary Wilson mean; 
most was that he did not want to see any inter.

A second reason for the Secretaries to show 
their courage and agree to meet periodically with 
the Pentagon press is the fact that such meetings 
would add to the stature of the three jobs. The 
Pentagon news conference blackout has hurt the 
prestige of these important offices. 

Officials who are responsible for billions of 
dollars and hundreds of thousands of military per- 
sonnel and civilians have an obligation to report 
directly to the people on their charge. The most 
direct way is through periodic meetings with | 
newsmen at the Pentagon.

with it. Then we painstakingly study 
vhat he finds on his initial test flights 
n order to assure his safety and effi- 
ciency on routine operational flights in 
the future. The very heart of aviation 
medicine thus is experimental and based 
on scientifie research. 

\t the School of Aviation Medicine 
we were preparing for the Rocket Era 
long before the first rocket-powered ve- 
hicle took off. As early as 1936, my 
predecessor as Commandant, Maj. Gen. 
Harry G. Armstrong, now Surgeon of 
the U. S. Air Forces in Europe, deter- 
mined experimentally that body fluids 
will begin to vaporize if they are ex- 
posed to an atmospheric pressure of 
63,000 feet. At 63,000 feet, the barometric 
pressure is equal to the vapor pressure 
of water at 37 degrees C, the body tem- 
perature. 

Here I should like to interject a re- 
issuring point. Many flyers have inter- 
preted the vaporization of body fluids 
ibove 12 miles to mean that the tissues 
literally boil in their own juices. That is 
not the case. If the body is exposed to 
the rarefied atmosphere beyond that al- 
titude, the fluids begin to form bubbles 
within the tissues. Human subjects in 
low-pressure chambers have survived a 
partial vaporization of exposed fluids for 
a few moments without irreparable 
damage to the tissues. 

The effects of the upper atmosphere 
on the human body, which we have been 
explaining, are serious problems. On 
the other hand, we do not expose the 
flyer to these conditions without the 
fullest possible protection. Our purpose 
in studying these problems is to over- 
ome them. 

During WW II and afterwards, physi- 
ologists at our School and elsewhere 
phenomenon called the 
‘Time of Useful Consciousness.” It is 
the period of grace that a flyer has in 
which to take some remedial action, if 
he should be abruptly left without cabin 
pressure at very high altitudes. It was 
determined that this time drops to about 
12 seconds at an altitude of only 52,000 
feet, or 10 miles, even for a pilot breath- 
ing pure oxygen. No matter how much 
leeper into space he may penetrate, this 
ime reserve remains about the same.

This occurs because at the low at- 
mospheric pressures found anywhere 
ibove 10 miles, the lungs are filled to 
their full capacity with carbon dioxide 
ind water vapor. Hence, the flyer can- 
oxygen. Yet he has 
‘nough left in his blood and in his tis- 
sues to last him for about 12 seconds. 
ind this will be true if he undergoes 
in explosive decompression even in the 
depths of space.

School. Its first head was a physician 
born in Germany, Dr. Hubertus Strug- 
hold, who is world-renowned as an au- 
thority on this subject. Although its 
other members have changed from time 
to time, Dr. Strughold still presides over 
the Department. He now is also our 
Advisor for Research—an indication of 
the importance that space medicine oc- 
cupies today in the medical aspects of 
flight. ; 

JUST SIX YEARS AGO, Dr. Strug- 
hold and his colleagues of that time 
published in the Journal of Aviation 
Medicine, a classic research paper. It 
was called, “Where Does Space Begin?” 
Defining the space-equivalent levels for 
the human body within the Earth's at- 
mosphere, at altitudes between 10 and 
120 miles, this paper was the foundation 
on which all medical studies of the fly- 
er’s reactions in space have since been 
based. 

The first of these levels was the one 
that I just mentioned—the point where 
the “Time of Useful Consciousness” 
drops to a minimum, below which it de- 
creases no farther regardless of altitude. 
The same principle was used in defin- 
ing the other levels — altitudes where 
conditions such as ultraviolet radiation, 
cosmic rays, heat radiation, meteors the

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equivalent of perhaps 8,000 feet inside 
the craft. But two difficulties arise as 
the ambient air gets even thinner 
around 80,000 feet or so. One is that it 
takes enormous compressor capacity, 
having prohibitive weight and bulk, to 
crowd enough of this thin air into the 
cabin, so that its pressure will be am- 
ple. The other is that the process of 
pressurization itself heats the air to a 
temperature beyond the tolerance of the 
human body or the cooling capability of 


present - day aircraft refrigerating 
equipment. 
THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE to a 


cabin pressurized from outside air is 
one that has its pressure sealed in, from 
the start of the flight. In that case, it 
must be constantly renewed, by means 
available inside the craft. And this type 
of cabin, as it happens, also is the kind 
that will be necessary in flights beyond 
the atmosphere—in space travel as Dr. 
Strughold defines it where even the 
most elaborate pressurization and cool- 
ing system will find no appreciable am- 
bient air whatever. 

As to the composition of the air it- 
self, above 15 miles the flyer enters a 
level of the atmosphere that is rich in 
ozone. This gas is a form of oxygen in 
which the molecule contains three

scattering of light, and the propagation 
of sound become space-equivalent. 

The very names of these problems 
have an exotic ring when they are in- 
troduced into the practice of medicine. 
It is only natural that they do. For 
these are all environmental conditions 
which a human being meets for the first 
time when he rises in a rocket craft 
above 12 miles. 

As purely physical phenomena, they 
are studied in innumerable research lab- 
oratories throughout the world. It is 
only when the human being encounters 
them that they become physiological 
and psychological questions. They then 
fall within the province of aviation med- 
icine. 

At our School today we have under 
way several major research projects 
that are directly in the area of space 
medicine. Some others impinge to a 
greater or lesser degree on this area. 

THE FIRST, AND MOST IMPOR- 
TANT, is the experimental Sealed Cabin 
program for space flight. Let me em- 
phasize again that in the Air Force we 
mean, by “space flight,” operations in 
the space-equivalent region above an 
altitude of 10 to 12 miles. Dr. Strughold 
makes a sharp distinction between this 
term and “space travel,” or interplan- 
etary, flight, which is still the province 
of science fiction. Space flight we have 
today, in rocket craft that rise for rela- 
tively brief periods to the borders of 
the atmosphere, and then return to 
Earth. Space travel, to other planets, 
is a project for a figurative tomorrow. 

A hermetically sealed cabin, shut off 
entirely from the remnant of the out- 
side air, becomes necessary in prolonged 
flights above about 15 miles. There are 
many reasons why this is so, but the 
two most important ones have to do 
with the problem of pressurizing the 
cabin or cockpit, and with the compo- 
sition of the ambient air outside the 
craft. 

Pressurized cabins are familiar to 
every traveler in modern airliners. They 
draw in the rarefied air at altitudes 
of 12,000 or 20,000 or 40,000 feet, and 
compress it to provide a comfortable 


atoms of the element rather than the 
two atoms in ordinary oxygen. It is 
changed at that altitude by the action 
of ultraviolet light from the Sun. Far 
from being a health-giving substance, 
as many people suppose, ozone in high 
concentrations can be extremely toxic. 
It has been used in medicine as a disin- 
fectant. It has a destructive effect on 
rubber, in wiring insulation and the fly- 
er’s personal equipment. It is violently 
explosive under certain circumstances. 
Obviously this highly irritant gas can- 
not be admitted to the cabin. 

ABOVE ABOUT 25 MILES, there is 
no longer any serious problem from 
ozone. But of course the flyer has to 
pass through this layer twice in a flight 
to that altitude or beyond—once on 
the way up and once on the way down. 
Furthermore, above 25 miles the atmos- 
phere provides even less ambient air to 
feed a pressurizing system. The only 
feasible solution is, again, a hermetically 
sealed cabin, continually supplying air 
of normal composition. And sucha cabin 
is, once more, the kind that will be 
needed in flights entirely outside the 
atmosphere. 

At the School of Aviation Medicine, 
for the past three or four years, active 
experimentation has been going on with 
the first laboratory prototype of such 
a cabin. The problem is not as simple 
as it might seem at first glance. Because 
the cabin has to provide something ap- 
proaching normal a

Others remain. They include such 
matters as the best means of removing 
excess carbon dioxide and water vapor, 
exhaled by the flyer; controlling the 
temperature, which is raised by the fly- 
er’'s own metabolism in a closed envir- 
onment; disposal of body wastes, and 
particularly the possibility of purifying 
and reusing waste fluids, so that a large 
supply of drinking water need not be 
carried in the rocket vehicle. 

WE HAVE MADE GREAT PROGRESS 
in solving all of these problems — so 
much so that, if we were asked right 
now to provide a livable cabin for a 
craft built to operate in outer space, we 
could write specifications which the en- 
gineers should be able to meet. Our aim, 
however, is not merely to enable the 
crew to survive. It is to determine the 
most efficient possible unit, so that the 
flyer will have the ultimate in safety, 
operational ease, and comfort, as he en- 
ters the unfamiliar climate of space. 

It may be asked how, if the Sealed 
Cabin still is an experiment in our lab- 
oratories, Captain Kincheloe and others 
have been able to reach aititudes well 
above 15 miles. The answer is found 
primarily in the short duration of their 
flights. At the present stage of rocket- 
craft development, the flyer spends no 
more than two or three minutes at ex- 
treme altitudes in a range where a 
sealed cabin is necessary. 

The cockpit of Captain Kincheloe’s 
craft, the X-2, was sealed against ozone 
and the dissipation of its pressure. How- 
ever, it provided none of the other en- 
vironmental characteristics required in 
a self-sufficient space cabin, except a 
constant supply of fresh oxygen. In the 
brief period that was spent aloft, no 
more elaborate climatizing equipment 
was needed. The type of cabin that we 
are studying, however, will have to be 
effective on flights lasting half an hour, 
or half a day, or longer. That the re- 
quirement for such a cabin is not far 
off is shown by the number of engi- 
neering groups from aircraft manufac- 
turers who visit the School of Aviation 
Medicine to confer with our specialists. 


ANOTHER RESEARCH PROGRAM 
of increasing importance has to do with 
the medical effects of weightlessness. It 
has been generally realized only in the 
last few years that “zero gravity’—the 
state in which objects cease to have 
weight, and float freely in the space 
craft’s cabin—is not a static condition, 
met somewhere in the remote distance 
between the Earth and the Moon, but a 
dynamic situation intrinsic to all rocket 
flight. 

The reason for this peculiar phenom- 
enon is the tremendous speed imparted 
by the rocket engine, coupled with the 
fact that rockets operate best at very 
high altitudes, where air resistance is 
virtually nil. The result is that they be- 
have like celestial objects—like satel- 
lites such as the Moon, or comets, or 
meteors—in which inertial forces are 
balanced against gravitational attrac- 
tion, removing the impediment to free 
motion that manifests itself to us as 
weight. 

Without an atmosphere to obstruct 
its flight—the same atmosphere, in fact, 
that supports a conventional aircraft 
and gives its passengers weight—a fly- 
ing object with enough speed could coast 
indefinitely around the Earth at an al- 
titude just high enough to clear the 
mountain ranges in its path. It would 
need no further expenditure of power, 
and its occupants would have no weight. 


OUR LIFE-GIVING ATMOSPHERE 
is the hindrance to such flights, until 
we turn to the use of rocket vehicles at 
altitudes of 25 or 50 or 100 miles or 
more. For the same reason, research on 
weightlessness is difficult in labora- 
tories on the ground. Except in fiction, 
there are no “gravity shields” or “anti- 
gravity tubes” available for scientific 
experiments. 

Two former members of our Depart- 
ment of Space Medicine—Dr. Heinz 
Haber, an astrophysicist, and his broth- 
er, Dr. Fritz Haber, an aerodynamic en- 
gineer—worked on this problem a few

Army Tells Rules 
For Reserve Pay 


The Comptroller General of the United 
States has ruled (B-132285) that a Re- 
servist is not entitled to lump-sum pay- 
ment for accrued leave or mustering-out 
payment prior to departure from last duty 
station incident to release from active 
duty. 

This ruling will also apply with re- 
spect to the payment of readjustment 
pay. 

Accordingly, the Army said in Circular 
35-30, such payments will be made only 
upon expiration of time authorized for 
travel to home of record. However, 
checks will be prepared for the said pay- 
ments, if otherwise due, prior to the 
member’s departure from last duty sta- 
tion. Additional documents are not re- 
quired to support these payments. 

Payment for mileage where authorized 
in advance and payment for travel time 
included as active duty will continue to 
be made prior to the member’s departure 
from last duty station.

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(The following is the text of the 
directive (1340.2) issued by departing 
Seeretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson ordering the Service Secre- 
taries to implement early next year— 
on a phased basis—the proficiency pay 
program that was announced in May.) 


1. PURPOSE 

The purvose of this directive is to 
promulgate the policies, procedures, and 
controls to govern the distribution of en- 
listed persons in the various pay grades 
for proficiency advancement under exist- 
ing legislative authority and current pay 
grade structure. 


Il. OBJECTIVE 

The objective of this directive is to pro- 
vide an immediate and effective incentive 
for retention of trained enlisted members 
in occupations of critical importance to 
the Military Services, as determined by 
the Secretary of the Department con- 
cerned and approved by the Secretary of 
Defense. It is designed as an additional 
flexible management tool to help solve 
the differing personnel problems of the 
Services in developing and retaining a 
force of optimum readiness. 


Hl. POLIC*’ 

The following policies are applicable 
in assigning enlisted members proficiency 
advancements 

1. Enlisted members may be granted 
one or two pay grade proficiency advances, 
without concomitant military rank ad- 
vancements, in recognition of their skill 
qualification in an occupation of critical 
importance to a Service, or a demonstra- 
tion of outstanding effectiveness in an 
asigned specialty 

2. Proficiency advances entitle the 
cipient to all pays and allowances of 
higher pay grade involved. 

3. To be eligible for proficiency ad- 
vancement, a member must be either (1) 
serving in pay grade E-4 or higher, or 
(2) serving in pay grade E-3 and have 
completed at least twenty-four (24) 
months of active duty service. Before be- 
ing eligible for a proficiency advance a 
member must (1) have a minimum of six 
(6) months continuous active duty imme- 
diately prior to an advancement, and (2) 
must serve a minimum of six (6) months

in a pay grade, including a pay grade 
attained by reason of a proficiency ad- 
vance. 

1. Under the present pay grade struc- 


ture, members in pay grade E-7 will not 
be authorized a proficiency advance and 
members in pay grade E-6 will be limited 
to one pay grade advance 

5. Proficiency advances are designed as 
an active duty incentive and accordingly 
teservists on active duty will not be 
eligible for proficiency advances unless 
on extended or continuous active duty in 
excess of 30 days, and meeting the re- 
quirements of subparagraph III, 3. above. 

6. The number of personnel in each 
Service authorized to hold proficiency ad- 
vances shall be established from time to 
time by the Secretary of Defense, For 
planning purposes, it should be antici- 
pated that the ultimate total numbers will 
not exceed 15 per cent of the total en- 
listed strengths of the respective Services. 


Phasing toward the maximum per cent 
shall be carried out over a period of at 
least four years. Distribution of the com- 
puted number of advances to occupational 
areas and grade levels is a matter for 
Service determination, subject to approval 
by the Secretary of Defense. Proficiency 
advances shall be employed primarily in 
areas which are critical by reason of poor 
retention and high training investment 
and in which, as a result, a significant 
shortage of qualified personnel exists or 
is anticipated. Allocations of proficiency 
advances by occupational area will be re- 
viewed quarterly by the Secretary of De- 
fense to insure reasonable uniformity in 
the treatment of similar occupational 
areas by the Services and to insure the 
most provident use of this incentive. 


7. Members receiving one or two pay 
grade proficiency advancements will, 
where appropriate, in addition to being 
identified on appropriate personnel and 
pay records by rank/rate, be appropriate- 
ly identified as regards one or two pay 
grade proficiency advancements. 


8. Proficiency advances, maintenance 
and revocation of advances. 

a. Proficiency advances must be directly 
associated with a demonstrated level of 
proficiency or outstanding effectiveness in 
the specialty in which effected and must 
be contingent upon periodic checks to in- 
sure maintenance of that proficiency or 
outstanding effectiveness. 

b. A member who fails to maintain the 
required degree of proficiency or out- 
standing effectiveness will not be entitled 
to retain the pay grade or grades ob- 
tained by reason of proficiency advance- 
ments. 

ec. Revocation of a proficiency advance 
or advances for failure to maintain the 
desired level of proficiency or outstanding 
effectiveness will be effected by similar 
actions which authorize administrative 
revocation of military rank. 

d. Revocation of a proficiency advance 
or advances is not an authorized punitive 
measure, When punitive action under the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice results 
in a reduction to an inferior military rank 
or rate, administrative action will be 
taken concurrently to restore proficiency 
advancement in the same number of steps 
as that held prior to conviction, if other- 
wise eligible. In the case of confinement 
following conviction such administrative 
action will be taken at such time as the 
enlisted person is restored to duty in his 
assigned specialty. 

e. Personnel receiving proficiency ad- 
vances in an authorized specialty will not 
maintain such proficiency advance or ad- 
vances when converting or being re- 
classified to a different specialty, unless 
eligible for such advances in the newly 
assigned specialty. 

f. When any member receiving pro- 
ficiency advancement is reassigned or de- 
tailed to any duty not requiring the crit- 
ical skill on which the proficiency advance 
is based, such advance would be revoked 
at the time of reassignment or detail. 

9. A member who, by reason of pro- 
ficiency advancement, is advanced to a 
higher pay grade than that to which his 
military rank or rate entitles him shall, 
upon promotion in military rank/rate, 
revert to the pay grade to which his new 
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military rank or rate entitles him; how- 
ever, promotion in military rank/rate will 
not react to cause loss of proficiency grade 
held at time of promotion and, if other- 
wise eligible for proficiency advance, he 
immediately may be advanced to the high- 
er pay grade formerly held by him if it 
is above the pay grade to which his new 
military rank or rate entitles him. 

10. Members receiving proficiency ad- 
vances may have their retired or retainer 
pay computed on the basis of pay grades 
obtained by reason of such proficiency 
advances on the same basis as though 
such pay grades were obtained through 
normal promotions. No proficiency ad- 
vancements will be made for retired 
members and retired fleet reservists; how- 
ever, where such members are recalled to 
extended active duty, they will be eligible 
for proficiency advancement on. the same 
basis as other members. Such advance- 
ments are to be retained by the member 
so advanced upon return to retirement or 
inactive status. 

11. Proficiency advancements shall not 
be granted to any person during any war 
or national emergency declared hereafter. 
Any person who has received a proficiency 
advancement prior to the declaration of 
such a war or national emergency may 
continue to receive pay on the basis of 
such advancement until promoted to the 
grade in which being paid or until such 
advancement is otherwise revoked. 


IV. COSTS 
Costs incident to the implementation of 
proficiency advancements within each 


Service will be absorbed by the military 
personnel appropriations of the Service 
concerned. 


Vv. RESPONSIBILITY 

A. The Secretary of each Military De- 
partment shall be responsible for the ad- 
ministration and implementation of the 
policies contained in this directive. 

B. The Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Manpower, Personnel and Reserve) is 
responsible for: 

1. Prescribing the form and content of 
the program material to be submitted by 
the Services for evaluation and approval 
prior to implementation, 

2. Evaluation and monitoring the pro- 
ficiency advancement program of the 
Services to insure the most provident use 
of this incentive. 

3. Discussing the results of evaluations 
of proficiency advancement programs with 
the Assistant Secretary charged with 
manpower control in the Military Depart- 
ment concerned prior to any modification 
in the Service program by the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 


VI. REGULATIONS 

Existing regulations will be modified 
as necessary to conform with this direc- 
tive and four (4) copies of revised regula- 
tions will be furnished the Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense (Manpower, Personnel 
and Reserve) within sixty (60) days. 


VII. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This directive is effective immediately 
when issued but implementation of pro- 
ficiency advancements in each Service is 
subject to approval of programs by the 
Secretary of Defense.

budget caused cancellations of further 
development of the Navaho missile in 
mid year. 

RUSSIA'S CLAIM IN AUGUST on 
the development and testing of a very 
‘long range multi-stage ballistic rocket 
system created much news interest. 
Deputy Secretary of Defense Donald 
A. Quarles said the statement was not 
surprising. He said our work in this 
field is being pressed forward on a 
broad front and with a high priority. 
General Earle E. Partridge, Com- 
mander in Chief, North American Air 
Defense Command, said that scien- 
tists state it is possible to build a de- 
fense against enemy ICBMs, adding: 
“And we have to get along with build- 
ing such a system and do it as quickly 
as possible.” 

Toward the end of the nine-month 


period General White said that the 
center of the military problem con- 
fronting the AF is the communists’ 
capability to launch long range nu- 
clear attacks against our cities and 
military centers. He revealed that 
“radars have now been developed 
which have detection ranges on an 
ICBM out to 3,000 miles.” 

These developments are making 
1957 one of the most important years 
in the history of the AF missile pro- 
gram—a history that dates back al- 
most 40 years. In 1919 air power’s 
first guided missile—a flying torpedo, 
as it was called—was launched by a 
group that included inventor Orville 
Wright and the late Gen. H. H. Arnold. 
AF interest in a strategic ballistic 
missile dates to 1947 when Convair 
held a systems study contract. Since 
those historic dates the AF has never 
let up in missile development.

A mass of 
the plant sufficient for a dozen people 
weighs perhaps one-eighth as much as 
a cylinder of oxygen. 

THE DIFFICULTY WITH ALGAE is 
that they have to be suspended in a nu- 
trient solution, in such a way that they 
are exposed completely and continuous- 
ly to a source of light. A satellite ve- 
hicle, in an orbit of the kind that is 
easiest to establish, will spend a large 
part of every day in the Earth’s shadow, 
cut off from the Sun, which is the nat- 
ural source of energy for plants. Tanks 
equipped with artificial light will add 
measurably to the craft’s weight. Still, 
the method is sufficiently promising to 
justify continuing study. 

A project with less immediate prac- 
tical application—but one with biologi- 
cal implications of a far-reaching nature 
—was set up in the Department of Mi- 
crobiology a year ago. It was to find 
out whether certain hardy bacteria, 
found in soil from desert areas of the 
Earth, can survive under conditions 
closely resembling those on the planet 
Mars. 

Subiected to temperatures well below 
zero for much of the day, deprived of 
all but a trace of water in the soil, and 
surrounded by an atmosphere without 
oxygen, the microorganisms in these 
“Mars jars,” as our newspaper friends 
have named them, still manage to thrive. 
There are indications that they may be 
able to produce strains that are still 
more hardy. 

HERE THE OBJECT is not so much 
to determine whether Mars might sup- 
port living organisms, as to learn more 
about the extremes of heat or cold, 
moisture or dryness, abundance or ab- 
sence of oxygen and other gases, under 
which primitive kinds of life may en- 
dure, and later multiply. Such an inves- 
tigation can tell us a great deal about 
the nature of life on Earth, its origin, 
and its possible distribution elsewhere 
in space. This is, in other words, one 
approach to an understanding of the 
fundamental processes of life. 

As so often is the case with “pure” 
research, divorced from any immediate 
practical aim, it might in time have in- 
calculable effects that cannot now be 
foreseen, on the health of men who fly. 
The development of rocket propulsion 
was pure research, carried on by a few 
dedicated enthusiasts, before WW II. So 
was the possibility of nuclear fission. 
Yet today these two principles together 
promise soon to furnish the main strik- 
ing power of our strategic Air Force. 

Although, in this article, I have dealt 
almost entirely so far with research on 
the effects of flight high above the strat- 
osphere, I would not like to give the 
impression that aviation medicine in 
1957 is concerned solely with the inves- 
tigation of conditions in space. The air- 
breathing jet is still with us, flown by 
an air-breathing, often fallible human 
pilot. Even the lumbering piston engine 
is still around, powering heavy-duty 
cargo craft and aerial tankers for jet 
bombers. Their crew members have 
medical problems too. 

In all the areas that merge to form 
the specialty of aviation medicine— 
ophthalmology, neuropsychiatry, ear- 
nose-and-throat, and the rest—we con- 
tinue to carry on advanced research. 
The individual projects are too many 
and often too complex to be described 
here. Two examples may suffice to show 
their nature and variety. 


IT HAS BEEN FOUND that flyers of 
fine mentality, in perfect health, super- 
bly trained, sometimes fail to perform 
their duties to the limit of their capa- 
bility, under unusual difficulties or in 
combat. Standard intelligence tests and 
aptitude tests revealed their inherent 
ability to fly. But their performance is 
hampered by personality traits that are 
rooted deep in their character, beyond 
the reach of ordinary testing methods. 

For some years, our Department of 
Clinical Psychology has been develop- 
ing an exhaustive set of psychiatric 
tests, to be administered to candidates 
for flight training. With these, we hope 
to search out the potential flyer’s tem- 
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peramental motivation and stability— 
his emotional predisposition to success 
or failure in meeting the specific trials 
of life in the air. The cost of training a 
pilot is so great, that even the few who 
will be eliminated by these tests will 
represent a substantial saving in the 
taxpayer’s dollars, not to mention the 
men whose lives might have been jeop- 
ardized by the pilot. 

This research is far from complete. 
However, it has given us some valuable 
and interesting insights into the per- 
sonalities of young men who later be- 
come accomplished jet pilots. 

In a totally different field is the 
shielding of crew members against ion- 
izing radiation in a nuclear-propelled 
aircraft. Atomic energy is such a limit- 
less source of power that its eventual 
use in long-range aircraft is all but in- 
evitable. However, it raises problems 
in the air that are not encountered in 
submarines like Nautilus, or in surface 
vessels. The most important is the 
weight of the atomic engine, with its 
necessary human safeguards. 


DIFFERENT PARTS OF THE BODY 
vary in their sensitivity to radiation 
generally, and to the different kinds of 
radiation propagated in a nuclear reac- 
tor. Our Department of Radiobiology for 
some time has been evaluating these ef- 
fects, in order to determine the doses 
which can be absorbed safely under 
various conditions. The search goes on, 
too, for a biological substance that will 
protect the body against ionizing radia- 
tion, if one exists. 

Again, I do not wish to imply that re- 
search is our sole preoccupation at the 
School of Aviation Medicine. As the 
medical branch of the Air University— 
which is responsible for professional ed- 
ucation in the Air Force, and for the 
development of strategic doctrine—we 
are charged with the duty of teaching 
our specialty to medical officers, and 
also of standardizing sound aeromedical 
procedures. In addition, our auxiliary 
installation at Gunter Air Force Base, 
Alabama, trains flight nurses, techni- 
cians, medical supply personnel, and 
others who assist the practicing physi- 
cian. 


OUR TWO MAIN COURSES of in- 
struction for doctors are the nine-week 
Primary Course in Aviation Medicine, 
given four times each year, and the Ad- 
vanced Course, which is one phase of a 
five-year specialty training program, 
lasting a full academic session of nearly 
ten months. Besides, we schedule re- 
view and refresher classes from time to 
time. 


IN THE PRIMARY COURSE, we 
teach the elements of aviation medicine, 
mostly to young physicians who have 
recently completed their hospital in- 
ternships, and are just entering active 
service in the Air Force. In this way, 
we qualify approximately 450 doctors 
each year for duty as squadron sur- 
geons. If they meet certain standards, 
after a period of supervised practice in 
the field, they may be rated as flight 
surgeons. 


THE ADVANCED COURSE is limited 
to Regular Air Force medical officers 
who intend to make their careers in 
aviation medicine. A highly select group, 
numbering not more than 30 in each 
class, and usually less than half that 
many, they receive the most thorough 
training that we can give them, with 
the object of preparing them ultimately 
for Board certification as specialists. 

Needless to say, in our teaching, we 
present the whole range of aeromedical 
theory and practice, from the most ele- 
mentary problems to the most abstruse. 
In this broad spectrum, space medicine 
is only one band. Yet it is the one where 
research findings in the recent past 
are most vitally significant. 

As the Rocket Era of flight approaches 
maturity, our need becomes more ur- 
gent for flight surgeons who are well 
versed in the medical problems of this 
little-known area. And so, in our teach- 
ing, we devote what might seem to be 
an undue amount of attention to these 
problems—not because the average 
physician requires that knowledge in 
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his Air Force practice today, but so that 
he will have it when the occasion to 
use it arises, in the next few years. All 
education involves a certain amount of 
prophecy. The teacher must foresee in 
advance the situations which the pupil 
some day will be called upon to handle. 

Our educational effort in this area is 
not confined to the classroom. Dr. 
Strughold and our other faculty mem- 
bers devote a considerable part of their 
time to lectures on conditions in the 
border regions of space, before civic 
groups, professional or semi-profes- 
sional organizations, and _ civilian 
schools. 

Just recently, in cooperation with the 
University of Houston, we completed a 
series of thirteen half-hour television 
films on the medical aspects of space 
flight. They are to be shown nationally 
on educational TV stations, beginning 
in the fall of this year. Through activ- 
ities of this kind, we extend our teach- 
ing effort to the civilian public, from 
which our future Air Force doctors and 
scientists will come. 

Research always is the vanguard of 
education, particularly in medicine. 
Conditions that affect the nation’s 
health do not remain static. They change 
with the times, and the doctor must 
be ready with new diagnostic insights, 
new methods, new treatments. In avia- 
tion medicine, this is especially true. 


EVER SINCE WORLD WAR II, our 
research at the School of Aviation Med- 
icine has been hampered by inadequate 
facilities. Our laboratories at Randolph 
have been cramped for space, scattered 
over a wide area, and largely housed in 
temporary buildings that were designed 
for other uses. 

Under these circumstances, we have 
been fortunate indeed to keep pace with 
the pressing problems of modern flight 
as well as we have. The progress that 
we have made has been possible be- 
cause, to a great extent, the problems 
themselves were still theoretical. Our 
effort, in the early years of jet and 
rocket flight, was necessarily concen- 
trated on the integration of a vast body 
of unrelated data, in a dozen or more 
physical and biological sciences. 

The theoretical phase of our work in 
this difficult area is just about finished. 
What we need now is equipment for 
active experiments, of the kind that I 
have described above, to shed fresh 
light on actual conditions met by the 
one rocket flyer in the near-space not 
too far overhead. Quarters for such 
equipment simply are not available at 
Randolph Air Force Base. 

On 10 May this year, it was my privi- 
lege to preside over a brief ceremony 
at Brooks AFB, on the southern out- 
skirts of San Antonio, Tex., where 
ground was formally broken for a new 
installation to contain the School of 
Aviation Medicine. Planned through- 
out to accommodate the immediate 
needs of this institution, the long-de- 
ferred facility will cost approximately 
$10,000,000, and should be completed in 
the summer of 1959. 

Its five main buildings will comprise 
the most modern plant available any- 
where at this time for advanced re- 
search and teaching in aviation medi- 
cine. The better part of one floor in the 
central Research Institute will contain 
specialized equipment for the Depart- 
ment of Space Medicine. An entire unit, 
the Altitude Laboratory, will be devoted 
to environmental studies of the upper 
atmosphere. 


THE NEW CENTER will be ready 
none too soon. The X-15 will be flying 
at altitudes far beyond any that man 
has visited before, at speeds in the hy- 
personic range, many times the velocity 
of sound. The Geophysical Year will 
leave in its wake a vast accumulation 
of complex data, to be interpreted and 
applied to the human problems of the 
flyer. 

Our institution at Brooks will be the 
first aeromedical laboratory designed 
for the new age of flight. From the 
ground up—to heights beyond any limit 
that we can foresee—it will belong to 
the Rocket Era.

Col. George E. Adamson, USA-Ret., 
died of cancer at Walter Reed Army Hos- 
pital, Washington, D, C., on 5 Oct., at 
the age of 82.

One day in 1916, while Colonel Adamson 
was a civilian pay clerk with the Mexican 
Expedition, he was called to Headquarters 
to decode a message for General John J.

papers a great deal about two things— 
the cost of defense—some say we spend 
too much, some too little; and rivalry 
between the Services. 

“Let me talk about rivalry first. I be- 
lieve in competition. In my experience, 
the desire to do a better job than the 
other fellow often provides a hearty stim- 
ulus toward greater achievement. How- 
ever, if rivalry gets to the point where it 
threatens to jeopardize defense team- 
work, produce wasteful duplication of 
effort, undermine the public’s confidence 
in their military organization, it cannot 
be countenanced. I do not take the nega- 
tive view that effective teamwork is un- 
attainable within the framework of the 
present Department of Defense structure. 

“I am confident that the men who 
represent the various Services on the de- 
fense team are the kind of broad gauged 
men who will think beyond the point of 
view of the individual Services and will 
concern themselves primarily with the 
defense job as a whole. 

“T expect team play and loyal support 
from all the members of the organiza- 
tion I have been given the responsibility 
of leading. 

“I have had several weeks of continu- 
ous inspections, briefings and demonstra- 
tions of the most modern implements of 
national defense. While I have been im- 
pressed by their increasingly high costs, 
I have also been awed by the vastly 
greater wallops possessed by today’s 
plane, missile and ship and our stream- 
lined ground forces, as compared with 
their counterparts of yesterday. 

“Certainly, as we introduce new weap- 
ons, we must continue to help meet their 
immense cost by reducing duplication 
and unnecessary expenditures wherever 
possible. In my opinion, economy is not 
incompatible with good defense. 

“In my travels about the country, I 
found fine, devoted, patriotic, enthusias- 
tic people—ranging from the airplane de- 
signers and nuclear physicists to the 
strategic bomber crews and missile ar- 
tillerymen. The experience of meeting 
with them and absorbing a measure of 
their dedicated spirit was inspiring as 
background for this new job I am as- 
suming. 

“With the able assistance of Donald 
Quarles, who, as Deputy Secretary of 
Defense, has a unique position in the 
Government—and I am extremely for- 
tunate that he has agreed to remain on 
—I look forward to my tour with the 
defense team.”

ments in the science of gun-making. 

Colonel Magruder explained that in 
the past there have been designs and 
principles which could not be carried 
to conclusion because -advances in col- 
lateral sciences did not keep pace with 
the ideas of master gunsmiths, 

As an example, he showed a JOURNAL 
reporter one of the Museum’s most un- 
usual specimens, an “inventor’s study” 
put together by Hiram Maxim in the 
1890’s. It was “never taken out of the 
closet,” however, because it was too ad- 
vanced for its time. 

This remarkable item has three fea- 
tures which later were incorporated in- 
to modern weapons. The Maxim “inven- 
tor’s study” is constructed of aluminum, 
it is the size and shape of a “Tommy- 
gun,” and features the Luger action. 

Also in the possession of the Museum 
is an 1865 model of the Gatling gun used 
during the Civil War. The operation of 
this early machine gun—it features a 
cluster of barrels and is operated by a 
hand-crank—is strikingly similar to the 
recently developed Army “Vulcan” gun 
which has a rotating group of barrels 
and is fired electrically. 

ANOTHER RARE SPECIMEN, de- 
scribed by Colonel Magruder as being 
“as modern as tomorrow,” is an 1875 
Lowell machine gun. This weapon fea- 
tures a dual extraction system, 

An Ager “coffee mill” machine gun 
is another of the Museum's possessions. 
It was nick-named by Abraham Lincoln, 
who was struck by the fact that its 
feeding system resembles the hopper 
of a coffee grinder. The hand-operated 
“coffee mill,” developed before the Civil 
War, was used when the fighting began, 
but soon was dropped because the Army 
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felt it burned up too much ammunition. 

A unique machine gun in the collec- 
tion is a Gardner Model dating from 
the 1880’s which is fired by pumping a 
lever up and down. 


THE MUSEUM’S ARSENAL also 
includes the first automatic weapon 
ever produced. It is the first automatic 
gun operated by its own recoil and is a 
hand-tooled model made by the master 
gun-smith and inventor, Hiram Maxim. 

In addition, the collection includes 
the first production model Maxim gun 
made for the Austrian Army in 1889. 

In the same year, at the U. S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, Md., two of these 
guns were tested. One gun fired 700, and 
the other 350 shots per minute. The 
Maxim gun, ancestor to the machine 
gun, brought a new era of rapid and 
automatic fire to warfare. 

The Museum has specimens of every 
type of machine gun made, including 
recoil, spring and gas operated models 
of various calibers; variations of some 
guns show their adaptation for use on 
tanks, ships and aircraft. 

The machine gun collection includes 
a British Vickers, Model 1889, which 
was used extensively during WWI, and 
a slightly modified version used by the 
Chinese Communists during the Korean 
War. 


AN OUTSTANDING ITEM in the 
collection of smaller arms is the first 
production model of the gas-operated 
Colt pistol, Mark I. Dating back to 1895, 
it is the first pistol ever purchased by 
the U. S. Government for the Marine 
Corps. It was used in the Spanish- 
American War and the Boxer Rebellion. 

Another proud possession of the Mu- 
seum is the first musket, Model 1795, 
made by the Government at the Harpers 


Ferry Arsenal. 

In addition to its outstanding collec- 
tion of machine guns, muskets, rifles, 
carbines, pistols, revolvers, and many 
crew-served weapons, the Museum has 
accumulated a large assortment of 
swords, bayonets, battle flags and 
streamers, compasses, and miscellane- 
ous items. 


THE SWORD COLLECTION contains 
the presentation sword given to Lt. 
Presley O’Bannon by the State of Vir- 
ginia. It was he who raised the Ameri- 
can flag on the fortress in Derene, 
Tripoli, during the war with the Bar- 
bary Pirates. The war was fought from 
1801 to 1805. 

Among the unusual items in the mis- 
cellaneous category is the telescope 
carried by the only Marine ever to com- 
mand a Naval vessel. He was Lt. John 
Marshall Gamble, who fought during 
the War of 1812. 


THE MUSEUM’S COLLECTION OF 
UNIFORMS includes a complete outfit 
worn by Marines as far back as 1834, 
as well as parts of uniforms dating back 
to the Revolutionary War. Of particular 
interest is a leather stock worn by a 
Revolutionary War Marine. The leather 
collar was worn around the neck to im- 
part a military bearing and it is from 
this item of clothing that the nickname 
“Leatherneck” is derived. 

Colonel Magruder is attempting to 
build as complete a collection of per- 
sonal papers of early Marines as pos- 
sible for inclusion in its archives. The 
Museum is in possession of the person- 
al papers of Lieutenant Gamble, some 
of which date back to the 1730’s when 
his uncle fought with General Wolfe 
at Quebec, Canada.

Small Boat Rules 

Thousands of small passenger boat 
owners will be blanketed under new regu- 
lations on 1 June 1958. 

The revised rules and regulations pre- 
scribed under Public Law 519 were offi- 
cially adopted by the Coast Guard on 4 
October when RAdm. James A, Hirsh- 
field, Acting Commandant, signed the 
Act of 10 May 1956. 

The Law was enacted as a result of 
several recent disasters. On 10 June 1951, 
the uninspected motorboat Jack sank in 
Long Island Sound with the loss of 11 
lives. Three months later, the Pelican 
capsized off Montauk Point, Long Island, 
taking the lives of 45 persons. More re- 


; cently, the sailing vessel Levin J. Marvel 


sank in Chesapeake Bay drowning 14 
passengers, 

Under the new regulations any small 
vessel which carries more than six pas- 





sengers for hire is subject to Coast Guard 
inspection, whether they are propelled by 
steam, mechanical or electrical means 
and are 15 gross tons or less, or not more 
than 65 feet long. In addition vessels 
from 15 to 100 gross tons, sailing vessels 
of 700 tons or less, and barges of 100 
gross tons or less come within the scope 
of the new act. 

The law covers existing vessels, as 
well as those built after the effective date 
of the regulations. 

After an initial inspection is made of 
a vessel, the operator will be given a 
resonable length of time to bring it into 
conformity with established safety stand- 
ards. 

Owners now holding a “Motorboat 
Operator's License,” dated before 1 June 
1958, will have one year in which to ob- 
tain a new license. 

Copies of the regulations as printed in 
Part II of the Federal Register, dated, 
5 Oct. 1957, may be purchased from the 
Superintendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington 25, 
D. C. for 15 cents a copy.

For Sept. Opening 


Construction of the new U. S. Air 
Force Academy at Colorado Springs, 
Colo., is expected to approach the half- 
way mark this January, according to fig- 
ures just released by the Academy Con- 
struction Agency. 

Total authorization for Academy con- 
struction has been set by Congress at 
$133%4 million, of which $40 million worth 
of construction has already been com- 
pleted.

A scientist has gone to a 95-mile alti- 
tude without leaving the ground in a 
project designed by Litton Industries, 
Inc., Beverly Hills, Calif., for the Air 
Research and Development Command.

New Thermometer Helps 
Pilots Find Jet Stream 


Riding the jet stream will be made 
easier for pilots as the result of a new 
“vortex thermometer” developed by the 
Armour Research Foundation and Illinois 
Institute of Technology under contract 
je the Wright Air Development Center, 

io. 

Jet streams are fast, high altitude cur- 
rents of air travelling from west to east 
and capable of boosting ground speeds of 
aircraft by as much as 50 per cent. 

The “free ride” they provide a plane 
increases its range and results in sub- 
stantial fuel savings. 

With immediate readings on the new 
thermometer, pilots will more easily be 
able to locate the jet air streams and 
position of maximum velocity in them. 
Other methods of locating jet streams by 
temperature changes are said to be in- 
direct and require correction for aerody- 
namic heating at high speeds. 

The thermometer will give direct, true, 
free air temperature readings, accurate 
to plus or minus one degree Fahrenheit.

N a recent tour of Transportation 

activities in the North East Arctic 
Area. I observed the operations of U.S. 
Army Transportation Corps troops and 
their equipment in the never ending 
battle with the weather and various 
other obstacles that TC troops have 
learned to overcome since their first 
battle with them inside the Arctic Circle 
in 1950. 

The first leg of the 11-day trip took 
us from McGuire AFB, N. J., to Pep- 
perrell AFB, Saint Johns, Newfound- 
land, where we were briefed on the en- 
tire cargo dis- 
charge situation 
in the command 
area of the 7278th 
Transporta- 
tion Terminal 
Command. From 
there we visited 
Goose Bay, Lab- 
rador, then Son- 
drestrom and 
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turning by way 
of Pepperrell Air Force Base to the 
United States. 

The Headquarters of the 7278th GU, 
Transportation Terminal Command 
(NEAC) is located at Pepperrell. The 
U. S. Army Transportation Training 
Command, Ft. Eustis, Va., receives, or- 
ganizes, equips, trains and ships desig- 
nated personnel and units to Pacific 
Transportation Terminal Command and 
to Headquarters, North East Arctic 
Command (7278th GU Transportation 
Terminal Command) for Army support 
of Air Force and Arctic operations and 
receives returning personnel upon com- 
pletion of mission. 

SIX PERMANENT SUBPORTS are 
located at St. John’s and Harmon AB, 
Newfoundland; Goose Bay AB, Labra- 
dor, and Thule, Sondrestrom and Nar- 
sarssuak, Greenland. In addition to nor- 
mal discharge operations at the sub- 
ports, the 7278th GU TTC has the re- 
quirement of supporting stevedoring 
operations (over-the-shore) for resup- 
ply and maintenance of the Distant 
Early Warning Line. 

The 7278th has had, in addition to its 
six fixed water ports, floating ports 
(landing teams stationed aboard ves- 
sels). When a cargo vessel makes a 
rendezvous with a landing team vessel, 
both ships move to an over-the-shore 
discharge site and unload cargo. This 
method of operation is very successful 
during DEW Line Operations and in 
operations supporting Pinetree Radar 
Sites. 

In order to accomplish the mission, 
the groups making up the 7278th are 





charged with specific responsibilities. 
Because of the geographical nature of 
the area, Project 572 was set-up in two 
groups, East and West. 

The East operation, which I visited 
this trip, departs Hampton Roads Army 
Terminal and carries supplies and 
equipment to the Baffin Island Foxe Ba- 
sin areas of Arctic Canada. 

The 572 West group departs from Se- 
attle and carries radar equipment along 
the Northwest Passage. This leaves only 
a small area between 572-West and 572- 
East into which the equipment must be 
airlifted. Project 572-West is responsible 
to the Pacific Transportation Terminal 
Commander while 572-East is responsi- 
ble to the Commander of North East 
Arctic Command. 


TRAINING OF TROOPS for this proj- 
ect has been on an around-the-clock 
basis prior to their departure for the 
Arctic area and this year, for the first 
time, all of the troops participating in 
the project are TC personnel. 

Troops are using landing craft, am- 
phibious DUKWs, and LVTs in this op- 
eration. The LVT is a landing vehicle, 
tracked, used originally in WWII. It is 
being utilized for its ability to climb 
over soggy and icy beaches. 

These troops from Ft. Eustis and Ft. 
Story are well trained to support the 
7278th GU during the “warm” months 
for these SUNEC missions. (Support 
Units Northeast Arctic Command). They 
augment during summer months all of 
the permanently established ports— 
Goose Bay, Frobisher Bay, Thule and 
Narsarssuak. Some of the unloading 
sites are inaccessible by ship, hence un- 
loading must be accomplished by utiliz- 
ing amphibious vehicles and landing 
craft. At other spots LSTs are being run 
up to the beaches to aid in unloading. 
However, floating ice, cold weather and 
slippery beaches are disadvantages that 
must be constantly overcome in the 
Arctic. This can be only accomplished 
through utilization of trained personnel. 
In all cases, various distributions of 
supplies, personnel and equipment as 
well as the evacuation of personnel and 
retrograde cargo were accomplished to 
sites up and down the coast from the 
major ports. 

In each case the teams for Project 
572 are self-contained inasmuch as the 
nucleus of each team contains mechan- 
ics, electricians, cooks, etc., and are aug- 
mented by other personnel as needed. 


TEAMS ARE TRANSPORTED by 
Military Sea Transport Service vessels. 
The team personnel are quartered on 
these vessels for the entire operation. 
All ships are operated with MSTS hav- 
ing operational control, but for the dis- 
charge of cargo they operate under a 
jointure of command. This jointure of 
command places the responsibility for 
delivery of cargo to DEW Line with 
MSTS, while responsibility for loading, 
discharging, lateral lift and retrograde 
cargo is that of Chief of Transportation. 
Together, they form a task force to op-

erate the command. This has worked 
exceptionally well and there has been 
no conflict. Some of the units have been 
commended by the ship commanders for 
their ability and cooperation. 

The operations of the 7278th GU in- 
volve the use of mobile teams, the wide 
dispersal of operations and the ability 
to deliver cargo under the most adverse 
conditions demonstrate the capability 
of the 7278 GU to meet and overcome 
future emergencies. Not only do we lack 
port facilities and adequate construc- 
tion, but we have the additional prob- 
lems of weather with ice and tempera- 
tures dropping before the summer’s 
project is over. All these add to the diffi- 
culty but can be overcome in part by 
proper equipment and clothing. 

THE COOPERATIVE planning be- 
tween MSTS and the TC teams results 
in carefully scheduled trips spaced on 
predictions of ice openings. The se- 
quence of visits to various sites for the 
purpose of moving cargo is rarely the 
same two seasons in a row as it is based 
on the melting and dispersal of the ice. 

In addition to observing the Trans- 
portation operations of SUNEC and 572- 
East, I visited the Arctic Group which 
is a part of the US Army Transportation 
Training Command, Ft. Eustis. This 
Arctic Group is located at TUTO (Thule 
Take-off) some 20 miles east of Thule 
near the ramp which leads to the ice 
cap. At the time of my visit the last 
sled train returned to Thule after de- 
livering supplies and returning the per- 
sonnel completing the summer’s work 
at Site 2. U.S. Army Engineers operate 
a special Arctic area test camp testing 
“under ice storage” and “snow compact 
runways” and TC delivers all of their 
supplies and personnel to them for their 
winter needs. 

THE MORALE, attitude, appearance 
and esprit of the men in this far north- 
ern area is remarkably high, reflecting 
great credit on the US Army Transpor- 
tation Corps. Consequently, discipli- 
nary problems are at a minimum. The 
work goes on at a steady pace. One ex- 
ample of this occurred at the port at 
Thule where over 4,000 measurement 
tons of cargo were loaded in 24 hours. 
There are no pilferage problems. There 
has been little or no damage to cargo 
during the transporting of supplies and 
equipment north.
